As will be noted Roose-
volt carries the county by & plurslity of
848 over Taf, and 215 over Wilson, lsck-
jog 25 voles of having m majority over
both, His vote was 75 on the Hull Moose
tiocket, 46 on the Rooseveit Progressive
nnd 464 on the Washington, Combining
bis vote with that of Talt the Repubiicans
still bave nearly two and & hall times as
many voles ns their old competitor, the
Demoorats, or & majority « [ 455, Youpg,
wh > was endorsed by all the Republican
elnments, has 730 volew against 354 for
Berry, Demoorat and Keystona candidate
for biate Treasurer. Practically the same
results are noted batween the Republican
and Democratic eandidates for Congress-
at-large.

Congressman Speer carried the county
over Huliogs by 24 plurality, and Hines,
Democrat, by 67, It is beliaved thst fnlly
200 votes were lost by Mr, Spear through
foar that in splitting their ticket on tbe
big blanket sheet the votar might lose his
vote for President.

Mr, Mechling was high man in the vote
getting with 770 to his credit. Ho was the
Republican pominee for Assembly and
endorsed by the Wasbiogton party, He
also sustained considerabla losa by reason
uf the Roowsevelt supporters voting in the
Buali Moose and Roosevelt Progressive
elector columns jnstesd of the Washing-
ton, s matter of at least 76 votes, which
would have raised his total to 846. Wil-
liam Conger, eandidste on the Socialist
ticket for Assembly, reesived 62 more
voltes this year than he did & year sgo
when he was a candidste for Sheriff,
While the Socialist vole increased some-
what in this county, there was a notable
falling off in other pacts of the conntry,
Cougressman Barger of Milwaukea was
dafeated for re-election and after Maroh
4 that party will not be represented In
Congress, Schepeotady, N. Y., where
the party elected the Mayor and a legise
lator a year ago went largely Democratic
this year, In Massuchusetts mill towns
the Debs vote was practically only balf
what it was four years ago.

While W lson Is elecied by an overs
whelming electoral majority he is woe-
fully beatsn on the populsr vole, the com-
bined Republican and Roosavelt vote be-
ing great enough to carry 32 out of Lhe 48
states with sn electoral vola 858, or =
mnjority of 185 in the electoral collegs,

In Foreat county, as In many other sec-
tions of the country there was a large per-
centage of slay-ai-homes, » rather sirange
fact consldering the kind of campaign we
had, The registration of this county
shows 2166, Of this number but 1560
voled, aecording to the officlal returns,
leaving 596, or more than 25 per cent,
who failed to exercise the greatest privi
lege of an American citizen,

Fake Conservationists.

The following wsrticle embraces the
statement made by J. Horace MoFarland
in spswer to Eogioeer Morris Knowles,
of Plitaburgh, president of the new fake
Waler conservalion sssociation recently
organized in Harrisburg for the purpose
of grabbiog the water powers of the
state, Mr. MoFarland ia in every sense
of the word a truoe conservationist and
“mpeaks hy the boolk,' as it were:

“Tagree with Mr, Koowles that it Is
desirable to look in the isce the eventual
extraction of the coal supply In Penosyl-
vanis und to plan for & proper develop-
ment of the waler powers of the State, T
do pot agree with bim, however, thal this
ought to be done o the manner beiog ad-
voontad by the s called Waler Conserva-
tinn association which seems to be an
organization primarily formed to secure
the repeal of the provisions of the Act of
1905 in respect to the use of the right of
eminent domain by water power corpora-
lions,

“One neads only to look at the dreadful
wasta, st the {rightfol loss of human life,
and at the indostrial disorder which bave
followed the nnchecked corporate use of
the conl supply of the State, to know that
in thin enlightaned time we ought to pro-
vide first for the public in the use of any
remaining natural resources of import-
ance to all the people.

“I favor & comprebensive survey of the
water powera of the SBtate, by State-ap-
pointad and State-pald snginesrs of abili-
Ly, so that we way koow just what re-
sources yet remsin to us. 1 should think
it wonld be a wise thing to s0o modify the
laws as to give to the State Water Supply
Commission, in conpection with enlarged
powers, the right to confer the power of
eminent domein npon & walsr power cor-
peration for & apecifio purpose and at »
specific time—ibin gift always 1o be aso-
seoomplished by safeguarding regula-
tions, which while they should not stand
in the least |n the way of a perfactly de-
sirable and proper reward to the investors
who risk their money, would give to the
public some little measure of protection
a8 lo voles for power,

“It has been inferred that the water
which falls from the sky drops alike up-
on the just and the upjost, and that thers-
fore it is public property. The laws and
the corporations of Pennsylvanis, how-
ever, have taken good ears to interfers
with this truism, There has been char-
tered by the State, according to the lsst
raporl of the State Water Supply Com-
misslon, 1,761 water and waler power cor-
porations, of which 851 are yet Io active
operation. Sinee this report 24 new walter
power oharters have been granted in the
Siate,

“Over tho navigable streams the Unit-
e Siates exercises a quasi control, Over
the small streams the riparinn owpers
bave & control, and about all the water
that is left for an unprotected and un-
defended public is that which falls on an
umbrelin oue may hold over his head,
and then it belongs to bhim only whils 1t
is on the umbrells, and not after it falls
tn the ground,

“Notwitbstanding my high regard for
the engineering ability of Mr, Knowles,
the president of the socalled Water Con-
servation Assoctation, I canoot feal that
he is scting o this matier in any other
capacity than that of & paid attorney of
tho water power corporations which seek
firat to oblain an exteosion of their own
powars, without auy delinite or clear-out
arrangement looking sither to 1mproved
laws or to Siste control. Nothing is
mentioned In  the statemenls  Mr.
Kuow!es hia made of the purposes of the
so called Water Conssrvation Association,
A% lo survey, mapping, the control of
rates, or anyihing of that sort, There are
vaguo generalitios as Lo proper s upervis-
wion, but very definite sotusiities as Lo the
desjre of the corporations, for whom this
effort seemas to be procesdiog, to obtain
the right of sminent domain and to be
able to combios and merge while retsin-
log that right, as they may not now do,

“It is not unfair to ssy that there was
no great publicity given tothe formation
of the sssociation headed by Mr,
Knowles, on July 6 last, and it 18 certaln
that very lew, Ifany, persons participst-
ing have ever shown any inlerest, other
than u professional interes!, in the pub~
He welfiare,

“Mr. Knowles is an able and compatent
engineer, and be is certainly well witbin
his professionnl rights in making the ef-
fort now uppearing. This effort, how-
aver, should got musyaerade uonder any
guise of eonservation, for nothing bas ap-
peared In conneetion with It whieh ean
properly be called conservation,

“The fourth and fifth provisos io the
“I'en Commandments' adopted by the

Pennsylvanisa Conwservation Association
outline s wise stand in connection with
water powers in this Stats, I believe t
is mont unsate to go onestep beyond these
provisions,' T. M. J.
